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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  BREEDING  CATTLE 
CONTINUED  AT  HIGH  LEVEL  IN  1976  f^->  ^ 


U.S.  dairy  breeding  cattle  exports  in  calendar  1976  fell 
below  the  record  high  established  in  1975  but  closely 
approached  the  second  highest  record,  which  was  set  in 
1974.  This  development  is  remarkable  in  light  of  the 
Canadian  veterinary  regulations  (promulgated 
October  27,  1975)  that  caused  delay  and  added  expense  for 
bluetongue  disease  testing,  and  the  depressing  effects  of  the 
severe  devaluation  of  the  Mexican  peso  in  relation  to  the 
U.S.  dollar.  (The  rate  had  been  12.41  pesos  to  the  dollar, 
but  after  devaluation  the  rate  rose  to  about  20  pesos  to  the 
dollar.) 

Based  on  USDA  health  certificates  issued  for  each 
animal  prior  to  export,  56,316  head  were  exported  in  1976, 
compared  with  73,277  in  1975  and  57,732  in  1974.  The  total 
estimated  value  of  1976  shipments — which  went  to  51 
countries,  six  fewer  than  in  1975 — was  $42.2  million. 

Markets  by  Area 

Exports  to  North  American  countries  in  1976  totaled 
40,834  head,  a  decrease  of  20  percent  from  the  1975  total 
but  still  73  percent  of  total  dairy  cattle  export  sales. 

The  Middle  East  was  the  second  most  important  market 
for  U.S.  dairy  cattle,  taking  7,420  head  in  1976  — a  decrease 
of  24  percent  from  the  1975  level  but  still  13  percent  of  the 
total  U.S.  dairy  cattle  exports. 

Exports  to  the  Asian  area  were  2,376  head,  an  increase  of 
20  percent  over  1975's  total.  This  increase  was  a  result  of 
larger  purchases  by  Korea,  (up  75  percent)  and  Japan  (up 
455  percent). 

Exports  to  Europe  in  1976  totaled  3,845  head,  down  39 
percent  from  the  1975  level.  However,  the  relation  to  total 
dairy  cattle  exports  did  not  change,  remaining  at  6.8 
percent  of  this  total.  The  drop  in  volume  to  this  market  was 
a  direct  result  of  losing  sales  of  dairy  cattle  to  Hungary. 
Drought-stricken  European  suppliers  were  willing  to  sell 
dairy  cattle  at  discount  prices.  Less  dramatic,  but  still 
contributing  to  this  decrease,  were  drops  in  sales  to 
Bulgaria  of  61  percent  and  to  France  of  60  percent.  These 
declines  were  partially  offset  by  increases  of  120  percent  in 
sales  to  Italy  and  452  percent  to  Spain. 


The  South  American  area  took  only  1,441  head  in  1976 
compared  with  4,223  in  1975 — the  largest  decrease  of  any 
area.  These  exports  were  depressed  by  spectacular 
reductions  of  77  percent  to  Peru  and  91  percent  to  Ecuador. 
Brazil  was  the  only  country  showing  an  increase  in 
demand — up  135  percent  to  457  head  in  1976.  This  area 
traditionally  has  received  the  most  cooperation  in  technical 
assistance  from  the  U.S.  breed  associations,  but  represents 
only  2.5  percent  of  total  U.S.  dairy  cattle  exports. 

The  African  area  in  1976  showed  the  least  drop  in 
demand,  taking  400  head — only  1 5  percent  below  the  1 975 
level.  Tanzania  was  the  largest  buyer,  with  255  head.  A  new 
buyer  in  1974  with  only  69  head,  Tanzania  increased  its 
purchases  to  148  head  in  1975  and  to  255  head  in  1976. 
Nigeria  was  second  with  51  head,  and  Cameroon  was  third. 
The  African  area,  small  in  terms  of  sales,  is  one  that  has 
been  neglected  by  market  development  teams,  it  may  be  a 
potential  market  that  is  being  overlooked. 

Exports  by  Breeds 

Hoist ein  exports  of  52,083  head  were  the  third  largest  in 
history,  in  spite  of  a  drop  of  15,200  head  from  the  1975 
record  high.  Canada  showed  the  largest  drop — 9,316 
head — from  the  unusually  high  1975  total  to  only  945  head 
for  1976,  the  lowest  level  of  Holstein  exports  to  Canada  in 
more  than  two  decades. 

Hungary  showed  the  second  largest  drop,  which  was 
caused  by  the  availability  of  less  expensive  cattle  as  a  result 
of  the  severe  drought  in  Germany  and  Holland.  This 
market  is  expected  to  set  a  new  record  for  U.S.  Holstein 
cattle  exports  in  1977. 

The  third  largest  drop  in  Holstein  exports  was  to  Iran. 
This  market  took  7,337  head,  1,800  head  fewer  than  in  1975 
but  still  the  third  largest  volume  on  record.  Panama  and 
Peru  took  more  than  1 ,000  head  less  than  in  1 975,  but  this  is 
not  indicative  of  a  trend,  since  the  1975  purchases  were 
unusually  high. 

Large  gains  were  made  in  sales  to  Nicaragus  (+1,000 
head),  Korea  (+800  head),  Costa  Rica  (+632  head),  Spain 
(+493  head),  Japan  (+426  head),  and  Italy  (+417  head). 


The  biggest  surprise  in  the  Holstein  figures  for  1 976  was 
the  increase  in  sales  to  Mexico,  which  rose  by  141  head  in 
spite  of  the  drastic  effect  of  the  September  devaluation  of 
the  Mexican  peso. 

Exports  of  Brown  Swiss  during  1976  totaled  3,274  head. 
The  demand  for  this  breed  continues  to  increase  in  spite  of  a 
25  percent  drop  in  1976  from  the  record  shipments  of  1975. 
The  largest  drop  in  Brown  Swissexportsfrom  1975  to  1976 
was  in  Ecuador,  but  this,  again,  was  a  result  of  unusually 
heavy  purchases  in  1975.  Canadian  purchases  of  Brown 
Swiss  showed  a  drop  of  352  head.  Peru  bought  300  head 
fewer  in  1976  than  in  1975,  but  this  breed  is  still  very 
popular  and  exports  to  Peru  should  be  up  again  in  1977. 
Turkey  bought  297  head  of  Brown  Swiss  in  1975  and  none 
in  1976,  but  is  in  the  market  again  this  year. 

On  the  positive  side,  Mexico  took  700  more  Brown  Swiss 
in  1976  than  in  1975  for  a  record  1,909  head.  Some  of  these 
will  be  used  in  cross-breeding  programs  for  the  particular 
needs  of  milk  producers  in  the  high-temperature  tropics. 
Venezuela  also  bought  a  near  record  number — 233  head — 
up  175  head  from  1975.  Venezuela  dairymen  have  great 
confidence  in  Brown  Swiss,  both  straight-bred  and  cross- 
bred for  dairy-type  cattle,  and  cross-bred  with  Brahman  for 
meat-type  animals. 

Exports  of  Jersey  cattle  in  1976  were  507  head,  a  drop  of 
48  percent  of  542  head  from  the  1975  level.  The  two  major 
markets  showing  the  largest  decreases  were  Mexico,  which 
pruchased  294  head  of  Jerseys  compared  with  534  in  1975, 
and  Canada,  whose  purchases  dropped  from  220  head  in 
1975  to  only  23  in  1976.  Italyentered  the  market  for  Jerseys 
for  the  first  time,  taking  43  females  in  1976.  Costa  Rica  has 
continued  to  be  the  second  largest  market  for  Jerseys, 
taking  136  head  in  1976 — basically  unchanged  since  1975. 

Guernsey  exports  in  1976 — 338  head — were  the  second 
highest  on  record,  exceeded  only  by  the  367  head  in  1971. 


The  1 976  exports  were  up  1 6  percent  or  47  head  over  those 
of  1 975.  This  near  record  was  made  in  conjunction  with  two 
important  factors — the  drop  of  60  percent,  or  129  head,  m 
shipments  to  Canada  and  the  increase  to  Mexico  of  430 
percent,  or  142  head,  in  spite  of  the  peso  devaluation.  There 
were  other  large  percentage  increases  in  exports  to 
Venezuela  and  Costa  Rica — 82  percent  and  180  percent, 
respectively — but  the  actual  increases  were  42  head  to 
Venezuela  and  24  head  to  Costa  Rica. 

Ayrshire  exports  in  1976  were  1 14  head,  down  43  percent 
from  the  1975  total.  This  export  market  is  so  closely  tied  to 
Canada  that  the  87-head  drop  in  that  market  could  not  be 
offset  by  the  minute  increase  in  shipments  to  Costa  Rica  (5 
head)  and  1  animal  to  Antiqua. 

Forty-two  States  participated  in  U.S.  dairy  cattle 
exports  during  1976.  Holstein  was  the  predominant  breed 
exported  among  the  nine  top  exporting  States.  Again. 
Wisconsin  was  the  leading  State  in  numbers  exported,  with 
12,585  head — predominantly  Holstein-Friesian  cattle.  This 
was  a  drop  of  23  percent  from  the  1975  level.  California 
exported  the  second  largest  number — 9,944  head. 
California's  volume  has  been  down  each  year  for  the  past  3, 
and  was  only  21  percent  of  that  State's  1976  exports.  Texas 
jumped  from  fourth  place  in  1975  to  third  in  1976  with 
5,027  head  in  spite  of  selling  48  fewer  head.  However, 
Minnesota  retained  fourth  place  with  4,808  head,  some 
1,162  head  fewer  than  in  1975.
